CUSTOMS TARIFF AND VALUATIONS. 
We reprint below a revised edition of the Indian Customs Tariff, as in operation on January 1, 1930, which was published 
with the “‘ Indian Trade Journal” of December 19. It shows the rates of Customs duties levied on goods imported into, 
and exported from, British India, together with the tariff values fixed for certain articles under a Commerce Department 
Notification No. 73-T (68), dated December 14, for the purpose of assessment of Customs duties during 1930. le 
Nore 1.—In the expression “‘ad valorem” used in these Schedules the reference is to “‘ real value ’’ as defined in Section 30 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII. of i873), unless an article has a tariff value assigned to it. 
Note 2.—Tariff-valued heads are based on the ordinary trade description of each article and cover all reduced grades and mixtures 
unless they are separately provided for.

The British Industries Fair is organised for the dis- 
play of their products by the Empire’s manufacturers 
to the world’s trade buyers. 

A suitable home for the London Section of the Fair 
has long been the ambition of all concerned, and this 
vear will see that ambition partly realised when the 
New Olympia, with its additional buildings and 
modern services, will house the Fair for the first time 
and provide every convenience and comfort for both 
buyers and exhibitors. 

The London Section of the Fair will be open daily to 
trade buyers from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. The public will 
be admitted daily from 4 p.m. to 8 p.m. except on 
Saturday, February 22, when the hours will be 1 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. The Fair will not be open on Sunday, 
February 23. 

Admission for trade buyers will be by invitation of 
the Department of Overseas Trade or by presentation 
o: business card at the entrance. The public will be 
admitted on payment of 1s. during the hours men- 
tioned above. 

The railway companies have been so good as to 
grant, through the Railway Clearing House, the issue 


of special cheap tickets to trade buyers visiting the - 


Fair, with the added convenience that the holders of 
such tickets may travel by any train during the period 
for which the ticket is available. 


FACILITIES AT OLYMPIA. 


The Department of Overseas Trade will instal a 
special enquiry office at the Fair, and visitors are in- 
vited to apply for any trade information they may 
require. An officer of the Department will also be 
attached to each section of the Fair, and will be pre- 
pared to furnish information as to suitable British 
sources of supply to visitors who may experience 
difficulty in obtaining the goods they require, and to 
assist buyers by every means in their power. 

Interpreters will be in attendance and their services 
will be available without charge. 

Copies of the catalogue will be obtainable at the 
Fair, at 1s. each. 

Restaurants, tea rooms and buffets of all classes will 
be available. 

Parking accommodation will be available for cars 
close to the Fair buildings. 

Typewriting bureaux for the convenience of buyers 
will be found in the Overseas Buyers’ Club and on 
Stand C. 386A. 


PRESS ARRANGEMENTS AT OLYMPIA. 


The Press Room at Olympia, where press notes and 
catalogues will be available, will be on the right-hand 
side of the Addison Road entrance to the Main Hall, 
Olympia (not on the left-hand side, which is the more 
usual arrangement). There will be three rooms, in- 
cluding a telephone and writing. room. Six telephones 
i. all are to be available exclusively for press use. 


There is to be no official “‘ press view,’’ because few 
of the actual exhibits are in place before the opening 
day, and there should be no difficulty in seeing the 
exhibits on that day, as admission until 4 p.m. is re- 
stricted to trade buyers. Facilities will be given be- 
fore the opening day, however, to anyone who wishes 
to see over the halls or to take photographs of such 
exhibits as may be in place. 

There is to be no opening ceremony, the practice 
being to begin business promptly at 10 a.m. and to 
reserve speech-making until the evening, when the 
Government, as usual, will entertain representative 
buyers and exhibitors to a banquet at the Mansion 
House (by permission of the Lord Mayor).

CANADA AT THE FAIR. 


REPETITION OF LAST YEAR’S VENTURE. 


Canada’s participation last year in the British 
Industries Fair was sufficiently successful to justify 
a repetition of the venture this year on a large scale. 

Canada is represented by two Industrial Sections, 
one at Olympia, London, and the other at Castle 
Bromwich, Birmingham, in addition to participation 
with the Empire Marketing Board at Olympia. The 
latter exhibit is, of course, confined to Canada’s multi- 
farious food products. 

The Industrial Sections demonstrate that Canada is 
able to compete with the rest of the world in a wide 
range of manufactured products, including such things 
a3 building materials, electric domestic machinery, 
carpets, celluloid ware, refrigerators, and fountain 
pens. 

It is this fact which explains the growth of Canada’s 
manufacturing industries up to the present output, 
which now aggregates over £600 million sterling per 
annum. 

Canadian manufactures are penetrating almost all 
the world’s markets. Canadian-made player pianos, 
for instance, are being exported to Germany—the very 
home of the piano industry. Canada’s industrial pro- 
gress in the world’s markets has received a great 
impetus since the establishment of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Exhibition Commission, which enables goods 
to be tastefully and effectively shown in the world’s 
leading exhibitions. 

The fact that the Dominion is participating in the 
British Industries Fair adds yet another link to the 
chain of Empire inter-dependence.

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Olympia Opening—The Duke of York’s Speech—“ We Live by Selling Goods.” 


AN IMPROVED FAIR. 


The London Section of the British Industries Fair 
was opened without ceremony on Monday morning 
at its new home, Olympia, speech-making being re- 
served until the banquet given by H.M. Governinent 
to representative buyers and exhibitors at the Mansion 
House in the evening. Space at the new venue is re- 
stricted, but only temporarily, as the completion of 
the Empire Hall will afford another 100,000 square 
feet for the next Fair. Even under present conditions, 
however, great advantage is gained from the closer 
proximity to each other of the various groups of ex- 
hibits than was possible at the White City. There are 
about six miles of front standage in all, yet only 130 
yards divides the farthest stand from the nearest 
entrance. Trades allied to one another have been 
arranged to exhibit contiguous to or near each other, and 
the discovery of any particular display or exhibiting 
firm is a matter of ease. 


A decided advance has also been made in the Fair 
as a spectacle. All stands other than those owned by 
exhibitors or those of a special design or type have been 
constructed with fascias of uniform depth and columns 
of uniform height. Each section has its own colour 
scheme, the roofs of the halls are tastefully draped in 
red, white and blue, and a specially attractive appear- 
ance has been given to each entrance. It is still more 
satisfactory to be able to state that business was brisk 
from the start. 


MANSION HOUSE BANQUET. 


THE DUKE OF YORK’S SPEECH. 

H.R.H. the Duke of York attended a Government 
dinner held at the Mansion House on Monday evening 
to mark the opening of the British Industries Fair. The 
Rt. Hon. Arthur Henderson, M.P., Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, presided, and the gathering com- 
prised diplomatic representatives and commercial men 
of many foreign countries and of the Dominions and 
the Colonies. The Lord Mayor and the Sheriffs of the 
City of London were also present. 


His Royal Highness said :— 

For the second time I welcome the opportunity to 
propose the toast of the British Industries Fair. On 
the last occasion, at the banquet held here to inaugu- 
rate the Fair of 1928, the tide of prosperity was turning, 
and we were all hopeful for the future. We asked our- 
selves whether a permanent improvement had set in. 
Since then, as we all know, there have been fiuctua- 
tions, and we are all conscious of the sad burden of 
unemployment and of our individual duty to work for 
its removal. But the state of trade is not a subject 
on which I shall dwell to-night, not because I am de- 
pressed by present conditions or unhopeful for the 
future, but because the occupation of tide-watching is 
uncongenial to me. I make no doubt it is uncongenial 
to you—we are all too busy. It is better to work than 
to watch. 

It is working, not watching, which has created the 
British Industries Fair. Much thought and much 
labour have gone to the making of this great co- 
operative enterprise. Much is being learned to-day 
from adverse conditions. Perhaps the chief lesson, 
and one peculiarly difficult for the people of this country 
to learn, is the advantage of co-operation. We hear 
increasingly of association in manufacturing enterprise 
and of combination for selling. I believe myself that 
there is not enough of it, but whatever may be lack- 
ing elsewhere, it cannot be said of those who partici- 
pate in the British Industries Fair that they lack the 
will to associate together in selling their goods. 

I congratulate every man who participates in the 
Fair on his foresight and vision. He is sensible and 
he is scientific. Lacking, perhaps, an elaborate sales 
organisation of his own, he has determined to use one 
provided by co-operative effort. 


THE Farr as A SELLING UNI. 


Consider for a moment the extent and power of the 
Fair as a selling unit. It is an enormous showroom 
with an area of half a million square feet, where more 
than 2,000 exhibitors display the products of some 60 
industries. It has His Majesty’s Government and a 
great organisation, official and unofficial, behind it to 
make it known in the four quarters of the world. 

The buyer finds himself positively unable to stay 
away. Nothing is left undone to make the Fair known 
to him. Apart from a great quantity of advertising, in 
all the important newspapers of the world, a special 
series of letters in the language of the recipient is dis- 
patched to great numbers of buyers in overseas 
countries. An advance catalogue in nine languages 
is issued six weeks before the opening date of the Fair. 
I would like to say how delighted we are to have so 
many buyers from overseas enticed to our Fair by a 
knowledge of nine languages. 


THE FAIR AND THE HomME BUYER. 


But I wish to ask a question about the home buyer. 
I always wonder whether he is snowed under by an 
avalanche of propaganda written in his own language. 
Does he take full advantage of the wonderful oppor- 
tunity to buy of the best which the world can produce 
and at his own door? Surely this is a most important 
point in making the Fair an even greater success. 
(Cheers.) Chambers of commerce, trade associations, 
the banks, the great shipping and insurance companies, 
and other private organisations, lend their services in 
making the Fair known. I understand also that the 
Fair is advertised in the railway carriages and res- 
taurants of the great Continental railway systems. It 
is safe to say that at no time during the year does this 
activity entirely cease. The Fair is always being ad- 
vertised and a great deal of the advertising is given 
free. 

The exhibitor has thus at his disposal an organisation 
for attracting customers to his door more extensive and 
powerful than any he could hope to build up for him- 
self. The results have been gratifying. The number 
of visitors to the Fair—serious visitors, I mean, with 
money in their pockets—is increasing. There is no 
manner of doubt that, apart from the benefit to indi- 
vidual exhibitors, the Fair has a very important effect, 
and one which is perhaps greater than we are able to. 
measure, on the volume of our overseas trade. This 
fact entirely justifies the hopes of those who first 
thought of the enterprise, all the work which has been 
put into it, and the support given to it by his Majesty's 
Government through all these years. 


THe Farr Grows.”’ 


I note this fact, that whatever happens to British 
trade, the Fair grows. It grows in London, it grows 
in Birmingham. This year, I am told, the Birming- 
ham Section will break all its records in respect of size, 
and it has been necessary to provide additional build- 
ings at Castle Bromwich. I believe that we may re- 
gard this growth as a proof of genuine activity, at any 
rate, in those trades which are represented at the Fair. 
The man with goods to sell would not make use of 
the Fair if it were not successful, for business men do 
not as a rule persist in useless methods. 

May we not ask ourselves, therefore, whether the 
scope and utility of the Fair might not be extended? 
Might not other trades avail themselves of its ad- 
ventages? I am glad to learn that His Majesty's 
Government have appointed a committee to go into 
these questions. The committee begins its work with 
our good wishes, and we hope that it may suggest some 
means of guiding the Fair to still more brilliant success. 


Tue New Home. 


I turn now to another aspect of my subject. I have 
noticed a tendency on the part of great and successful 
enterprises to flower in fine buildings. Perhaps this 
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year the outstanding event on which we have to dwell 
is the removal of the London Section to its new home 
—Olympia. The hard weather last February, among 
other things, made it imperative that more comfortavle 
lodgings should be found. Negotiations were begun 
accordingly, and difficulties were faced. Finally the 
suggestion was made that the Fair should go to 
Olympia. This suggestion was very quickly put into 
effect, and I desire to congratulate both parties to the 
transaction on their expedition. I further compliment 
the chairman and directors of Olympia, as well as the 
contractors and workmen, on the astonishing speed 
with which the new building has been put up. 


We hope that the overseas buyers will find it com- 
fortable. The amenities which will be found at 
Olympia were devised as much for them as for the ex- 
hibitor. When the seller makes what the buyer wants 
a state of mutual satisfaction arises. The state of 
satisfaction is increased when business can be done in 
agreeable surroundings. The spirit of modern busi- 
ness demands them. The days of the dingy secret office, 
the dark, unhealthy workshop, are passing. We de- 
mand space, light, air, and all that modern inventive- 
ness can supply in the way of convenience and ease. It 
is also necessary that what is offered for sale should 
be attractive, solid, and adapted to necessity. The 
manufacturer must think, not of what his machine can 
turn out, but of how he can adapt his machinery to 
what the world asks for. 


LIVE BY SELLING Goops.”’ 


It is healthy to remind ourselves from time to time 
of simple truths. A simple truth from which we must 
always take our start is that in this country we live 
by selling goods and that a large part of our customers 
live abroad. If we cannot satisfy those customers we 
perish. Every manufacturer and every one engaged in 
selling British goods has, therefore, a solemn duty, not 
to himself or to his wife and children, but to every 
member of the population. That solemn duty is never 
to risk the slightest harm to the export trade of his 
country by selling an article that will not give lasting 
satisfaction to the buyer. 


It is with these thoughts that I give you the toast of 
the British Industries Fair. 


Miss BONDFIELD ON ROYALTY’s SUPPORT OF THE F «IR. 


The Rt. Hon. Margaret Grace Bondfield, M.P., Minister 
of Labour, replying, said the interest of the Royal Family in 
the industrial life of the country as represented by the Fair 
was shown by the Queen, who had visited the London Section 
every year since 1915. The King had visited the Fair every 
year since 1920 until his illness last year, the Prince of 
Wales had spoken on three occasions at the banquet, and 
this was the second occasion within three years when the 
Duke of York had been principal guest. The King and 
Queen, the Prince of Wales, and the Duke of York also 
visited the Birmingham Section on several occasions since it 
started in 1920 under the auspices of the Birmingham Cham- 
ber of Commerce. (Cheers.) Where the Royal Family had 
led the way statesmen and Civil Servants had followed. All 
now recognised the vital place trade occupied in the 
national life. | 

Mr. J. C. Nicholson and Mr. G. N. Guest also replied. 


Mr. HENDERSON ON ARMAMENTS. 


The Rt. Hon. Arthur Henderson, M.P., the Foreign 
Secretary, proposed the toast of ‘‘ The Guests.’’ Referring 
to the Naval Conference, Mr. Henderson said very few 
realised the magnitude of the burden of armaments and its 
serious effect on national finance. The world expenditure 
on armaments at the present moment was £900,000,000 a 
year, of which £520,000,000, or 60 per cent., was expended 


by European countries. Let them consider what that meant 
for this nation, which had an expenditure on armaments last 
year of £115,000,000. In 1913 it was £77,000,000. Allow. 
ing for the change in price, the burden of this unproductive 
expenditure was at least as great as it was then. 


Nor was that all. The war had left us with a debt of over 
£7,000,000,000. It took the whoie-time labour of 2,000,000 
workers, the Chancellor of the Exchequer calculated, work- 
ing year in and year out, to produce the means to pay the 
annual cost of our debt service. If they added what we spent 
on our fighting Services, on preparation for the next war, it 
meant that we were spending a total of £520,000,000 a year, 
or £1,000 a minute, in paying for past and future wars. 


He regarded the British Industries Fair as a means of 
promoting international friendship. (Cheers.) They trusted 
that those who took back British goods when they returned 
home would take away with them also the feeling that we 
were glad to see them and some deeper understanding of 
our desire for friendship with all the world. 

The Spanish Ambassador and the High Commissioner for 
Australia acknowledged the toast. 

Mr. G. M. Gillett, M.P., Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Department of Overseas Trade, proposed the health of the 
Lord Mayor. 


ROYAL VISIT TO OLYMPIA. 

Her Majesty the Queen, accompanied by His Royal 
Highness the Duke of York, and Princess Mary, 
Countess of Harewood, visited the London Section of 
the Fair on Tuesday. 


They were received by Mr. G. M. Gillett, M.P., 
Secretary of the Department of Overseas Trade, and 
Mrs. Gillett, Sir Edward Crowe, K.C.M.G., and Lady 
Crowe, Colonel Sir Henry Cole, C.S.I., C.V.O., 
O.B.E., and Mr. Claude Taylor. Among those pre- 
sented to Her Majesty was Mr. Joseph Emberton, the 
architect of the new hall at Olympia. 


The Royal party’s tour of inspection of the exhibits 
lasted nearly three hours, and included a close examina- 
tion of the Empire Marketing Board’s display of Em- 
pire produce. Other sections visited included the glass 
and pottery, leather goods, stationery and paper sec- 
tions, and the Birmingham Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ 
exhibit. At the Canadian stand in the Dominions 
and Colonial Section the Queen was received by the 
Acting High Commissioner of Canada in London, Mr. 
Lucien Pacaud, K.C. A number of presentations were 
made to Her Majesty in the Overseas Buyers’ Club. 
The Duke of York showed particular interest in the 
toys, games and sports section.

British prams. to-day are luxurious 
things in bright colours, with steel 
springs, ball-bearing hubs and sun- 
shine saloon ’”’ covers, and after them 
there come the fairy cycle, the pedal 
motor car, and the cross between a 
scooter and a roller skate. 

The toy cycles are to be shown in 
new forms. Toy motor cars, of course, 
are now made on the same principle 
of ‘‘ flow-production ’’ as real motors. 

Models, dolls, soldiers, indoor games, 
are all made as like the “ real thing ”’ 
as possible. The hot-air-driven war- 
ships which were first shown at the 
last Fair have attracted the attention 
of Admiralty experts, who, it is re- 
ported, have since been investigating 
the principle to see if it could be 
adapted for the use of real ships. 

Manufacturers are‘expecting many 
orders for indoor games from world 
buyers at the Fair. There are aero- 
plane games, battleship games, indoor 
tennis, and a new table-cricket game. 

Tennis and badminton rackets and 
hockey sticks in process of making are 
an interesting feature of the Sports 
Goods Section, as are also the special 
machines which bend the steamed wood. 

There is, of course, a varied selection 
of balls and other equipment for every 
game, as well as rubber dog biscuits, 
golf tees and ball cleaners, ‘“‘all- 
weather’’ tennis racket frames and 
rustless tennis net posts. 

The sporting gunmakers again have 
a display to show that no one can beat 
the British gunsmith when it cames to 
making a gun to suit individual re- 
quirements and tastes.

Official Luncheon—Chamber of Commerce President on the Object of 
the Fair—The Lord Mayor’s Reply. 


The Heavy Industries Section of the 1930 British 
Industries Fair was opened at Castle Bromwich on 
Monday morning. Home buyers were in the ascend- 
ant, but there was a fair sprinkling thus early of 
foreign representatives. 

The Lord Mayor of Birmingham (Alderman M, L. 
Lancaster) paid an official visit during the day and 
made a tour of the various sections with many 
members of the City Corporation and the chief muni- 
cipal officials. 

An official luncheon was held in the Bradford Room 
under the presidency of Mr. Walter Barrow (President 
of Birmingham Chamber of Commerce), the principal 
guest being the Lord Mayor, and the visitors in- 
cluding several of the local members of Parliament 
and a large number of members of Birmingham City 
Council. 

Mr. Walter Barrow, who offered a welcome to the 
City Councillors and officials who were being enter- 
tained, said from the first the Corporation of Bir- 
mingham had co-operated with the Chamber of Com- 
merce in the promotion of the Fair, and it was there- 
fore only fitting that the City Council should be the 
first guests. 

Both bodies were working together for the common 
good of the community, the City Council for the city 
as a whole and the Chamber for the trade and com- 
merce of the district. They were both giving their 
services for the benefit of the public, and if there should 
be a surplus from the Fair—which was hardly likely

to be the case because the Council continued to extend 
the Fair every year—it would be used for the benefit of 
the trade and commerce of the district at large. 

The City Council had helped the Fair in many ways, 
They were the landlords of the Fair ground, and had 
placed 46 acres at the disposal of the Fair Council, 
so that they had room for further expansion should 
that be necessary. 


THe OBJECT OF THE FAIR. 


Mr. Barrow also paid a high tribute to the assistance 
given by the principal officials of the city, and 
acknowledged the hospitality the Lord Mayor was 
offering to the visiting Lord Mayors and to the visiting 
buyers; and in referring to the Parliamentary power 
obtained by the Corporation to lend money for the 
purposes of the Fair, on security (laughter), said the 
Fair Council welcomed this as evidence of goodwill 
on the part of the Corporation. 

‘‘ The object of the Fair,’’ added Mr. Barrow, “ is 
to promote the sale of British goods, and we want to 
promote the sale not only to buyers, whom we know 
we shall have here in large numbers, but also in our 
own country. The Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
his colleagues have appealed for the assistance of 
public bodies and private individuals in buying British 
goods, and we feel sure, when you have looked round 
and seen something of the Fair, you will feel that the 
British exhibitors have put up an extraordinary good 
show.”’ 

Mr. Barrow added that this was the first Fair of a 
new decade, and those who were present eleven years 
ago would realise the strides that had been made in 
that period. He thought all who had had anything to 
do with the Fair could congratulate themselves on the 
very great progress that had been made. 

In eonclusion, the President recalled the passing 
of Mr. G. H, Wright and Mr. Charles Stanley, two 
men who were largely instrumental in building up the 
Fair, and said they realised that, though men may 
go, men would come and the Fair would continue to 
make progress. 


THE Lorp Mayor’s ReEpty. 

The Lord Mayor proposed the toast of ‘* The 
British Industries Fair,’’ and formally declared it 
open. He congratulated the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Fair Management Committee on the wonder- 
ful exhibition which had been organised. The progress 
which had been made in recent years, he said, was 
really remarkable. 

In 1920 the idea of such a trade fair in Birmingham 
was a novelty, and one could understand that they had 
a difficult task in persuading the manufacturers, not 
only of Birmingham, but of the whole of the country, 
that Birmingham was the ideal centre for the British 
Industries Fair. They also had to convince them that 
buyers from abroad would come to Birmingham to see 
their products. In both directions the Fair Manage- 
ment Committee had been entirely successful. 

It was an extraordinary fact that in a few years 
they had reached a position in which it was difficult 
to find space for all those who desired to exhibit. 
During the last five years the number of exhibitors 
had doubled, and they had now over a thousand stands. 

He thought the Management Committee should also 
be congratulated on the improvement in the grouping 
of the exhibits. The stands were now arranged so that 
allied trades were in one group, and this must be of 


real convenience to visitors and buyers.

The leading firms in several branches 
of the clothing and textile industries 
are among the thousand manufac- 
turers who have taken space in the 
London Section of the British In- 
dustries Fair at Olympia. 

Chief among them are the Irish and 
Scottish linen manufacturers. Five 
Duntermline firms are exhibiting and 
four of the most important firms from 
the North of Ireland, the area of their 
stands amounting to a small exhibition 
in itself—2,500 square feet. 

Men’s hats are another branch of 
the industry in which the leading firms 
are found. 

In corsetry four leading manufac- 
turers demonstrate that there has been 
no hesitancy in this British industry in 
adaptation to modern needs. Few in- 
dustries have undergone quite such a 
revolution at the bidding of fashion; 
few have emerged so triumphantly as 
world leaders. 

The most representative exhibit yet 
seen of what is known as ‘‘ smallware ”’ 
—suspenders, elastics, webs, etc.—is 
revealed, and the exhibitors prove that 


_ this British industry is of greater size 


and importance than is _ generally 
imagined. 

Overalls for butchers, grocers, 
mechanics, warehousemen, chefs, doc- 
tors and dentists are a feature of the 
ready-made clothing display, the ex- 
hibitors including the Liverpool, 
Cardiff and Glasgow firms who hold the 
buik of this trade. The Glasgow firm 
specialises in factory overalls for 
women. Other manufacturers include 
the best-known cellular clothing firm, 
the originator of the semi-stiff collar, a 
world-famed maker of leggings and 
puttees, and several shirt manufac- 
turers. There is also a good exhibit of 
tropical clothing by a London firm, 
and an exhibit of furs. 


Homespun TWEEDS. 


Among things which will be sure to 
attract the eye of visitors from the 
United States will be the display of 
livery and uniform specialists and the 
stand of a very regular Scottish exhibi- 
tor at the Fair who shows tweeds and 
tartans as supplied to most members 
of the British Royal Family. There is

Coloured nets for window decoration 
zn cotton and rayon of various colours 
are exhibited by a West of Scotland 
firm. 

Hosiery. 


One of the big knitting mills again 
exhibits, and the owners of the largest 
stocking factory in Great Britain are 
also on the spot. Their exhibits in- 
clude a new line in pure silk ankle- 
tailored hose at 3s. 11d. per pair re- 
tail, for which a big market at home 
and overseas is expected, and artificial 
silk hose at 2s. 1ld. and 1s. 11d. per 

air. 

, Miscellaneous exhibits include ties, 
a coat hanger and trouser stretcher, a 
dustproof wardrobe and the electric 
blanket which was part of the equip- 
ment for the British Schneider Trophy 
seaplanes. 


Fancy Goons. 


Sixty-eight manufacturers, includ- 
ing many leading firms in the trade, 
are exhibiting in the Fancy Goods 
Section at Olympia. 

The section is a comprehensive one, 
and includes many of the small articles 
for feminine, domestic and decorative 
use. It also embraces papier-maché 
articles and the new moulded ware. 
Lampshades and walking sticks and 


tobacconists’ sundries are also to be 
seen. 

Combs are shown in great variety, 
and include beard combs, dog combs, 
mane combs. and many new shapes of 
ladies’ fancy combs. A new artificial 
horn material, claimed to be indis- 
tinguishable from real horn, is ex- 
hibited, as well as substitutes for ivory 
and ebony, and non-inflammable sub- 
stitutes for celluloid. Among souvenir 
articles, one firm is showing hand- 
enamelled imitations of figures from 
nursery rhymes. Different types of 
cigarette boxes which automatically de- 
liver a cigarette when they are lifted, 
hand-decorated powder boxes, candle- 
sticks, keys, shields, badges and rings 
are other exhibits. 

Table standards, bowls and vases 
made of the same materials as lamp- 
shades—such as vellum or silk—are 
novel features. The papier-maché 
ware includes tea boxes, cigarette and 
powder boxes, blotters and pen trays. 

Other interesting exhibits are dis- 
plays of marble statuettes and table 
ornaments. Garden figures made of 
lead are seen again, as well as repro- 
ductions of antique metalwork such as 
candelabra, knockers and pewter goods. 

One of the biggest displays is that 
of tobacconists’ sundries, for which 
good home and overseas orders are 
usually taken at the Fair. 


Luxury ’’ WALKING STICKS. 


Walking sticks which will later sell 
in shops at 50 and 60 guineas each are 
shown. They are of rhinoceros horn, 
all but the crook handle being made 
in one piece from one horn. A solid 
tortoiseshell stick is cheap in com- 
parison—£40 or so. There are also 
fancy sticks with handles of gold, 


crystal or mother of pearl, but the 
popular selling line in luxury sticks is 
the all-bark malacca cane, for which 
thousands of people gladly pay £10 
to £12. Sporting sticks of polished 
hazel, with handles consisting of the 
carved and painted heads of dogs and 
horses, are also on view. 

Then there is the freak stick which 
may conceal a sword, a flexible rubber 
truncheon, a measuring tape, a pencil 
or fountain pen, a set of dice or a 
whisky flask running the length of 
the stick. | 

The Empire supplies many of the 
materials utilised in the manufacture 
of these sticks. The yellow canes come 
from Nilgiri, in India, and the wood 
parts of all the shooting sticks to be 
shown at the Fair are made from the 
appropriately-named Australian iron 
bark. 

Shooting sticks remained of the same 
design for many years, but the demand 
has increased enormously, especially in 
America, and there are now special 
designs for ladies, with saddle seats 
in two colours and with handbags, and 
even watches, fitted to them. 

There are also hunting crops for 
ladies, weighing a very few ounces, 
and made of the traditional gut and 
whalebone or of plaited kangaroo hide 
or rhinoceros horn. 

Switches, too, are shown in pigskin, 
Morocco and Persian leathers, in fancy 
leathers like lizard, and in plaited 
leather thongs. 

The latest fashions in umbrellas and 
parasols will be a feature of the 
section. 

More progress is seen in the moulded 
articles, which are replacing celluloid 
and other substances. One exhibiting 
firm reports having booked orders at 
the last Fair to the value of £30,000. 


FIRST WEEK’S ATTENDANCES AND BUSINESS. 


The figures of attendances at the London Section of 
the British Industries Fair for the first week show that 
65,000 buyers passed the turnstiles. Last year the 
number was 52,000, so that the increase was about 
25 per cent.—a very satisfactory improvement. 


Overseas buyers had, of course, not increased to so 
large an extent, the advance being merely some 8 per 
cent., but altogether some 93,000 persons visited the 
Fair during the week, as compared with 75,000 in the 
corresponding period last year. The total attendance 
on Saturday was 29,626. 


Enquiries in every Section of the Fair as to business 
done during the week brought the same reply :— 


‘* We have done more business already than during 
the whole of the last Fair.’’ 


A Manchester manufacturer of artificial flowers who 
has exhibited in every Fair since it was started fifteen 
vears ago said: ‘‘ Business is very, very satisfactory. 
This is the best Fair yet.”’ 


A constructional toy manufacturer of Liverpool said 
he was applying for twice the amount of his present 
space for next year. The Bristol: manufacturer of a 
patent substitute for braces said he wanted four times 
the space. Australia, he stated, was showing signs of 
wanting to discard braces. This country was proving 
more conservative. 


The Queen’s purchase of patent spring-back photo 
frames in powder blue has led to an order from Canada 
for 100 different lines. 


A Plymouth exhibitor has sold his exhibit of teak 
garden furniture six times over. 


Messrs. Walter Lindrum and Claud Falkiner, the 
famous professional billiard players, were among the 
prominent visitors to Olympia last week. Lindrum did 
@ nine-cushion cannon in order to test a table in the 
Sports Goods Section, while Falkiner made a break of 
60 with an umbrella borrowed from the Fancy Goods 
Section of the Fair.

THE BRITISH EMPIRE 
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BIRMINGHAM SECTION. 


Prince George at Castle Bromwich.—Mr. J. H. Thomas on “ Buy British Goods.” 


His Royal Highness Prince George travelled from 
London last Thursday in order to visit the Heavy 
Industries Section of the British Industries Fair. He 
was accompanied by Major Ulick Alexander and by 
Lieut.-Colonel Sir Henry W. G. Cole, C.S.1., C.V.O., 
O.B.E., Director of the Exhibitions Division of the 
Department of Overseas Trade. He was met on the 
platform of New Street Station by the Lord Mayor of 


Birmingham (Alderman M. L. Lancaster), and a 


number of Birmingham City officials were presented 
to him there. Motoring to the Fair, His Royal High- 
ness was received outside the main entrance by Mr. 
Walter Barrow, President of Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce, and Mr. E. W. Bache, Chairman of the 
Fair Management Committee, who were presented to 
him by the Lord Mayor. Upon entering the main 
building the members of the Fair Committee were 
presented to him, these including Sir Gilbert Vyle, 
Mr. C. Holland Harper, Vice-Chairman of the Fair 
Committee, Mr. G. N. Guest, Deputy Chairman, Mr. 
H. Eyles, Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. T. Perey Plant, Chairman of the Publicity Com- 
mittee, and Mr. C. Elliott, General Manager of the 
Fair. 

After nearly two hours spent in touring the exhibi- 
tion and examining the exhibits, His Royal Highness 
gave his impressions of the Fair as follows :— 

I have been greatly impressed, said his Royal High- 
ness, with the organisation of the Fair and the fine 
way in which the exhibits are displayed. There is 
evidence of the rapid strides which have been made 
in recent years in electrical enterprise, of which the 
Birmingham Section provides ample proof. On the 
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Lister petrol-driven Auto- 
Trucks on Lister’s stand. 
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other hand, the notable improvements in the usage of 
gas are equally important. 

I have, too, been much impressed with the efforts 
which the heavy engineering industries are making to 
maintain, and even to increase, their prestige abroad. 
I am glad to hear that the Hardware section, which I 
am told occupies more than three acres, is doing so 
well. 

The Fair, as I have seen it to-day, demonstrates 
that British goods, on account of their quality and 
craftsmanship, will always maintain a leading place in 
the world’s markets. 


MR. THOMAS ON BRITISH GOODS. 


The Lord Privy Seal (The Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas, 
M.P.) was among the visitors on Monday, when a 
luncheon was given to Members of Parliament and 
bankers. In the course of his reply to the toast of 
‘* The Visitors,’” Mr. Thomas said he believed they 
considered the slogan ‘*‘ Buy British goods’’ was a 
good slogan, but that could only be made applicable 
and could only last if British goods were the best 
goods that could be purchased. In other words, they 
had to say fairly to the British people: ‘‘ We are 
asking you to buy British goods because we are asking 
you to buy the best that the world can produce.”’ 

They had got to say to the salesmen, whether it was 
in the shops, or the stores or anywhere else: ‘* You 
must play your part, you must take upon yourself to 
give as good an advertisement to British goods as you 
now give to foreign goods,’’ because there was too 
much tendency to show foreign goods in the stores to 
the exclusion of British goods. (Hear, hear.) 

Equally those people must be in a position to say: 
‘* If we are to help you, you must help us, and you 
must be ready at all times to give the public what they 
want, not necessarily what you think they want or 


-they ought to have.’’ 


Looking round on that gathering—he had never seen 
a& more prosperous looking gathering—(laughter)—but 
probably everyone would tell them they were living 
on their losses. That was the usual method of adver- 
tising their difficulties that Britishers applied. ‘‘ I 
want us,’’ said Mr. Thomas, ‘‘ rather to take the other 
view, and instead of always magnifying our difficulties, 
instead of advertising to the world the differences that 
exist, I want us to take the view of saying clearly to 
the world that we are not down and out, and never 


intend to be.’’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Thomas was also the principal! guest at a Bir- 
mingham Chamber of Commerce banquet given at the 
Crown Hotel in the evening. In the course of a 
lengthy reply to the toast of ‘‘ His Majesty’s 
Ministers,’’ he said 
it was a special pleasure to respond to that toast on an 
occasion when he had visited their magnificent Fair. One 
had only to go through the exhibition and see the skill and 
genius there portrayed to have brought home to one quite 
clearly how absurd and ridiculous was the theory, unfortu- 
nately held by large numbers of people in this country, as 
to how either a Government or a municipality could solve 
the problem of unemployment. They could not work through 
the Fair and see that skill, that magnificent result of brain 
and brawn, without saying to themselves: ‘‘ These highly- 
skilled men who are responsible for this product, these 
highly-trained men who may at this moment unfortunately 
be unemployed, can never reproduce that skill and give the 
maximum results by mere road or bridge or any other tem- 
porary work that either a Government or a municipality can 
give them.”’ (Applause.) 

The moral of it all was very simple, that the task with 
which they and their Government was confronted was not 
to provide mere temporary schemes which only added to the 
dead weight carried by the country, and made it more diffi- 
cult to compete. Their problem was to see how far they 
could so organise, mobilise, influence, and help trade and 
commerce in the country so that it could itself provide that 
work for its own skilled workmen in occupations they were 
best fitted to fill.

BUSINESS EFFICIENCY EXHIBITION.

New Inventions and Improved Machines. 
Need for Increased Production and Better Salesmanship. 


(From the Exhibition Director.) 


The Business Efficiency Exhibition will be held at the 
White City from March 5 to 15. This year’s event will be 
more interesting than ever, as it will contain a great number 
of new and improved machines which have been invented 
since the Exhibition held last spring. 

Further interest will be added by the fact that the ex- 
hibitors have, during the past twelve months, found new 
applications for their machines, and new ways whereby it is 
possible to save more time, reduce error and make the daily 
work of those who are engaged in an office very much more 
pleasant and more efficient. 

Every business man and woman should visit this Exhibi- 
tion, because the lessons to be learnt there will help them to 
improve their businesses. 

In recent years much has been heard of the necessity for 
increased production and for better salesmanship. The 
British Government has been helping towards these desired 
ends—one has only to think of the British Industries Fair 
and the activities of the Empire Marketing Board. 

Every manufacturer must know, if he is to exist in busi- 
ness at all, what are the costs of his goods. There is very 
much guesswork in this connection at the present time, and 
the first: essential is that a business shall have a satisfactory 
costing system. Such a system will enable him to know in 
detail what profit he is making on every order. 

In addition to these figures, the manufacturer requires 
statistics and analysis of every department of his business, 
so that he can watch the progress of his organisation as 
easily as a motorist can follow the right road by means of 
a map. 

The manufacturer also requires a capable staff—a staff 
made up, not only of efficient individuals, but so organised 


| 


and equipped that it can give good service to the customers 
and to the factory, and, of even greater importance still, 
to be able to serve the salesmen on the road. 


SALESMANSHIP THAT LacKs BACKING. 


The great weakness of British salesmanship is that it re- 
ceives so little backing from head offices. Too many men 
are given cases of samples, a catalogue and a few words of 
instruction, and are then sent entirely on their own to do 
the best they can. A modernised office should be in a posi- 
tion to keep the salesmen well advised of every happening in 
connection with their customers, and to continuously feed 
the salesmen with information which will help them when 
they are interviewing customers. 

At the Business Efficiency Exhibition will be many new 
ideas whereby these desirable ends can be obtained in the 
quickest possible time and with a minimum of cost. The 
Exhibition will demonstrate scores of methods for keeping 
records of costs for providing immediate statistics of the 
business generally, systems of accounting and recording, and 
methods whereby mass service can be given to customers 
almost as effectively as if the business had one customer only. 

No business man or woman can afford not to go to this. 
Exhibition ; it will be interesting to all and a revelation to 
many. 


SOME OF THE EXHIBITS. 
BOOKKEEPING MACHINES. 


There are now several kinds of bookkeeping 
machines, all of which enable ledgers to be posted and. 
automatically balanced by touching a few machine 
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keys. These machines will keep books much more 
neatly and far more accurately in considerably less 
time than by the hand bookkeeping method. 


PostaGE STAMPING MACHINES. 


There is no need to buy stamps in sheets, tear them 
apart, stick them on the letters and, while wondering 
how it is some are missing, lose the post. There are 
now the postal franking machines, which entirely 
obviate the use of adhesive stamps. Postage is bought 
by metre, like gas or electricity. The machine franks 
and cancels the envelopes, counts the value of postage 
used, and shows how much remains in the meter. It 
also seals down the envelope flaps at the same time. 
This method enables mail matter to go straight to the 
sorting tables and enables the 5 o’clock post to be 
‘‘ caught ’’ at 6 o’clock. There are other machines 
for those who prefer to use adhesive stamps, which will 
stick the stamps on to the envelopes and count the 
number used. 


ELECTRIC CLOCKS. 


All clocks in a factory or stores could be worked by 
electric impulses from a master clock. One of the ex- 
hibits shows how the clock cannot record wrong time, 
because it regulates itself to correct time once every 
hour. 


TELEPHONE COMMUNICATION. 


Many examples of departmental telephones will be 
shown, including loud-speaker instruments, which 
enable owners to hear and be heard at 50 feet distance 
without holding an ear-piece. 


TYPEWRITERS. 


Standard typewriters, which have been improved for 
the purpose of easier and better operation, will be ex- 
hibited, some are ‘‘ dinky ’’ portable machines which 
can be carried about as easily as a handbag and yet 
will give good and long typewriter service. They are 
finished in black or a range of colours to please the eye 
and harmonise with office or home decoration. 


TYPEWRITER. 


Those who know the noise caused by the machines of 
a number of typists in one room will readily agree that 
to remove the noise is a remarkable accomplishment. 
The business man whose typist works in his private 
office will appreciate the silent typewriter. 


EQuiPpMENT. 


Machines that will open letters at the rate of 500 a 
minute and not mutilate the contents, and machines 
that will seal envelope flaps at 12,000 an hour may be 
inspected. 


CorRECT OFFICE ILLUMINATION. 


A new form of illumination which gives better light 
on individual work and reduces lighting bills con- 
siderably. 


CasH HanpDLING MACHINES. 


Automatic cashiers which give the correct change 
for any amount at the touch of a key or deliver a man’s 
wages into his hand or pay envelope. 


DICTATING MACHINES. 


Shorthand typists write every letter twice—once in 
shorthand and again on the typewriter. Dictating 
machines cut out the shorthand. Dictating is done 
direct to the machine—no waiting for typist by chief 
and no waiting for chief by typist. Saves delays and 
errors and doubles typist’s output. 


ADDRESSING MACHINES. 


Many new kinds will be on view—some are so small 
that they can be put into the pocket. Others will 
typewrite circular letters, with signatures, fill in names 
and addresses on letters and envelopes in one operation. 


| 


An OFFICE LINOTYPE. 


A machine by which the wording and names and 
addresses for facsimile circulars are ‘‘ struck up ’’ upon 
strips of metal ready ior the office printing machines. 
This is done by keyboard operation similar to that of 
a linotype machine. 


CaRD INDEX. 


Many forms of card index—some absolutely visible 
without touching a card, will be displayed; also a new 
form of card index whereby any required cards can be 
obtained by choosing them with an instrument like a 
knitting needle. 


STEEL FURNITURE. 


A big variety of fire-resisting non-warping steel desks, 
cupboards and cabinets finished to imitate finest oak 
and mahogany, will be exhibited. There will be in- 
cluded a wonderful steel safe which preserved its con- 
tents unscorched after being heated to 1,800 degrees 
Fahr. ; and dropped 10 feet on to a slab of concrete. 


STATIONERY BY THE MILE. 


Stationery is now used in continuous lengths to 
obviate the handling of single forms. This enables the 
user to go on writing or typing upon the forms without 
loss of time, and where carbon copies are taken saves 
the handling of carbon papers. This idea is as com- 
paratively rapid as is the newspaper press fed from reels 
compared with a printing machine fed with sheets of 


papers. 
ADDING MACHINES. 


Machines which print and add or subtract figures 
quicker than they can be written down on paper will 
be among the exhibits. 


CALCULATING MACHINES. 


Many kinds will be seen—every one of them will pro- 
duce correct answers to any arithmetical problem in a 
fraction of the time taken by a skilled arithmetician 


without a machine. 


QUITO INTERNATIONAL FAIR. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Octo- 
ber 10 last (page 416) regarding the Sixth International 
Sample Fair at Quito, which is being held in commemora- 
tion of the centenary of the foundation of the Republic of

HYGIENIC EXHIBITION AT ATHENS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation, Athens, 
reports that he has been informed by the Minister of Hygiene 
that, following upon the first Pan-Hellenic Health Confer- 
ence, which is to be held in Athens in April, the Greek 
Medical Association propose to arrange an exhibition of 
objects in connection with hygiene in general. 

At an interview which the Commercial Secretary had with 
Dr. Vlatianos, President of the Organising Committee, it 
was stated that the Government had promised to grant a 
subsidy to the Committee, and that the Exhibition would be 
held in the Zappeion Building between May 1 and July 31. 
Dr. Vlatianos also stated that all exhibits would be free of 
Customs duty and should reach Athens before March 31, but 
that they should not be shipped to Greece before the issue of 
a further announcement by the Organising Committee. 

The Committee is now making final arrangements with 
the President of the Republic and will shortly issue their 
programme. The hope was expressed to the Commercial 
Secretary that a number of foreign firms would participate 
in the Exhibition. 

The Exhibition is to be part of an active movement in 
Greece to increase and equip health centres in various parts 
of the country, to improve the sanitation of cities and to 
develop the new School of Hygiene at Athens on the lines 
recommended by the League of Nations Commission. 

It may, therefore, have an appeal to British firms from a 
commercial point of view, and in this connection a copy of 
the League of Nations Report on ‘‘ Collaboration with the 
Greek Government in the Sanitary Reorganisation of 
Greece,’’ giving the recommendations regarding hospitals, 
malaria prevention, tuberculosis prevention, quarantine 
service, etc., is available for inspection at the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.
